The November and April on- 
campus workshops were outstand¬ 
ing and the Alabama College System 
personnel continued to demonstrate 
their innovation and expertise in 
developing and providing quality 
professional development programs 
across the state.

A Professional Development 
Resource Center has been 
established and will be in full 
operation for the coming new year.

AND PROFESSIONAL EXCELLENCE 


The "Celebration of Student Success 
and Professional Excellence" banquet 
held on April 22 at Athens State College 
provided the opportunity of recognizing 
the outstanding caliber of the Alabama 
College System’s students and college 
personnel. It was a rewarding 
opportunity to participate in an event 
where the nominees for best of the 
System were gathered to be recognized 
or to recognize those among themselves 
who represent "outstanding qualities" in 
a system of outstanding leaders. 

From the beginning, with entertain¬ 
ment by "The Calhoun Connection" to 
the end, with a dance for the students, 
success was the word. Dr. James 
Chasteen, president of Athens State 
College welcomed everyone to the 
campus and Ms. Missy Ming, WAFF 48 
television, served as master of 
ceremonies. 

The 1986-1987 State College Bowl 
Champion, Southern Union State Junior 
College, was presented and recognized. 
This team is under the leadership of 
Bennet Jordan and Rod Britt. 

The 1987 Chancellor’s Awards were 
presented by Dr. Charles L. Payne, 
Chancellor and Dr. John M. Tyson, Jr. 
Vice President of the State Board of 
Education. All nominees were 
recognized and were presented a plaque 
in recognition of their outstanding 
contributions to the System. 

The “Chancellor's Award” for 
Administrator of the Year was presented 
to Dr. Lora Conrad who serves as Dean of 
Administration at Northwest Alabama 
State Junior College. Dr. Conrad’s 
responsibilities include computer 


information systems, admissions and 
records, outreach programs, resource 
development, grants management, 
public relations, chairing the 
Administrative Council, and chairing the 
computer information systems 
instructional program. She teaches 
classes in programming languages and 
system analysis techniques to engineers 
and programmers. Dr, Conrad received 
the highest award given by the National 
Council for Resource Development, The 
Special Recognition Award. 

The Junior College Faculty of the Year 
award winner was Mr. Bev Smith of 
Lurleen B. Wallace Junior College in 
Andalusia. Mr. Smith has been an 
instructor of college English for 23 years. 
In recalling when he first decided to 
become a teacher, Mr. Smith says he 
simply always knew he was to teach - it 
was his nature. He further states that he 
always identified with Chaucer’s Clerk of 
Oxenford of whom it was said, "Gladly 
would he learn, and gladly would he 
teach." Mr. Smith has taught English at 
Wallace State for 15 years and still enjoys 
it although he admits it is more difficult 
now because he is now declared legally 

blind. Neither his enthusiasm nor his 
performance have diminished. Three 
years ago, Mr. Smith was selected as the 
first recipient of the "Most Outstanding 
Teacher Award, given at his institution." 

Mrs. Mina Dickens of George C. 
Wallace State Community College in 
Dothan was the recipient of the 
“Chancellor’s Award" for Technical 

College Faculty of the Year. Mrs. Dickens 
considers it her major responsibility as a 
technical business instructorto motivate 


her students as she helps prepare them 
for their careers. As advisor of Phi Beta 
Lambda for seven years, ten students of 
Mrs. Dickens have received state honors 
and for four consecutive years, her 
students ranked in the top five in 
national competitions. Mrs. Dickens 
received recognition and recommenda¬ 
tions from the Alabama State Board of 
Education in 1984, 1985 and 1986 for 
local, state, and national service projects 
and competitive events of Wallace 
Community College’s Phi Beta Lambda 
students. 

The "Chancellor’s Award" for Staff 
Member of the Year was presented to Ms. 
Tarmmie Brown who serves as Research 
Assistant and Office Manager at 
Jefferson State Junior College. In 
addition to performing routine office 
procedures, Ms. Brown maintains a 
TRS80 Unix System, uses the Tandy 
Unix computer, AT&T microcomputer, 
and the AT&T Unix System. She is skilled 
in the use of various computer software. 
In her role as research assistant, Ms. 
Brown has contributed to the reliability 
and validity of institutional data used for 
internal and external purposes. She 
serves as a valuable source of assistance 
to personnel throughout the college in 
questionnaire design and statistical 
analysis. Her supervisor compliments 
Ms. Brown’s ability to serve people well 
as she completes tasks. 

Following the "Chancellor’s Awards" 
was the presentation of the “Outstanding 
Student Nominees". There were 32 
students nominated from across the 
system. Dr. Humphrey Lee, President of 
the Deans of Students' Association 
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presented each student with a plaque 
and a slide presentation was developed 
by Calhoun State Community College 
showing each student involved on their 
respective campuses.

PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT FOR APRIL 


April 8-10 were dedicated to 
professional development of faculty and 
staff at ail Alabama College System 
campuses. The annual convention of the 
Alabama Junior and Community College 
Association (AJCCA) was held during 
this period. System personnel 
participated in this two-day experience 
capsulized by the theme “Excellence: A 
Continuing Pursuit." All System 
personnel were assured three days of 
professional growth through services 
sponsored at each community, junior, 
and technical college. The professional 
development plans submitted by each 
college demonstrated their continuing 
strong commitment to professional 
growth and their creativity in designing 
effective programs despite a lack of 
adequate funds. 

Two two-day workshops were also held 

at Bessemer State Technical College for 

the faculty in both welding technology 
and electronics technology. The almost 
100 participants focused exclusively on 
refining and understanding model 
curricula developed by faculty 
committees in each area. These two 
program areas are the first to benefit 
from a new Occupational Curriculum 
Development Project established by 
Chancellor Payne and coordinated by Dr. 
Norma Brewer, Coordinator of 
Curriculum Development, Department 
of Postsecondary Education. The 
standards for the model curricula were 
developed jointly by DPE staff and the 
Chancellor’s Committee on Occupa¬ 
tional Education, which is composed of 
seven technical college deans. 

The goals and objectives of the 
professional development program at 
Shelton State Community College and 
Fredd State were directed towards the 
functions of the microcomputer skills of 
the faculty and staff and toward better 
working relationships and communica¬ 
tion skills. 

Shelton State Technical Division and 
Fredd State Technical Division joined 
forces on Wednesday in a program which 
included drawing from the knowledge of 
various instructors among the two 
institutions. Wednesday’s agenda 
covered the topic of gender equity and 
the use of microcomputers. 

On Thursday, the meeting included 
Bessemer State, Nunnelley State, Fredd 
State and Shelton State which included a 


presentation by Dr. James W. Selman, 
Past President of Southern Association; 
Mr. Fred Braswell, Assistant Director, 
Alabama Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs; and Mr. Robert 
Henry, National Speakers Association. 

The junior college division 
participated in a study of audiovisuals as 
an instructional tool.

Professional Development News 


C.A.R.D 

The continuous growth of Alabama 
two-year colleges has accentuated a 
need for new programs and for new 
resources of support and management. 
The Council for Alabama Resource 
Development (C.A.R.D.), established in 
1980, has worked to address this need 
and to move Alabama to the forefront of a 
very competitive facet of public 
education. 

C.A.R.D’s mission is to promote 
communication and cooperation among 
resource development officers, to 
provide professional development 
opportunities for these persons, and to 
increase the abilities of Alabama 
professionals to acquire and manage 
extra-institutional resources. The 
organization's twenty-nine institutional 
members have benefitted greatly from 
networking efforts and conferences 
designed to address current needs. A 
primary result of C.A.R.D. activities has 
been a dramatic increase in acquisition 
of funds and other resources to promote 
educational quality in the Alabama 
College System. A report compiled by 
C.A.R.D. documented the status of 
resource development in the state’s two- 
year colleges for 1985-1986 and placed 
the total amount of grants and contracts 
at $12,861,908. This represents a 42% 
increase over the 1984-1985 level. 
However, C.A.R.D. activities are not 
limited to grant acquisition and proposal 
development, but focus equally on 
providing information and support to 
insure effective management of 
resources. A Federal Programs 
Conference, sponsored by C.A.R.D., was 
held at Bessemer State Technical 
College. Featured speakers included 
Franklin Reid of the U.S. Department of 
Education Grants and Contracts Service, 
and Steve Wise, Director of Development 
for Florida Community College at 
Jacksonville. Topics included federal 
fiscal regulations, budget negotiation 
techniques, contract availability, and 
institutional planning. Thirty-three 
Alabama professionals were in 
attendance, and the conference 
received an overall evaluative rating of 
8.72 on a ten-point scale. 

The current president of C.A.R.D., Dr. 
Roger Handley of Brewer State Junior 
College, emphasizes that membership 
in the organization is open to all Alabama 
two-year colleges and to individuals 
directly or indirectly employed in 
resource development.
